The Revue, originally called the 
"McGill Theatre Night," had its be- 
ginnings at His Majesty's Theatre 
about the year 1900. with the stu- 
dents having no part in the pro- 
duction. Guest artists would .«tagc 
a play, and the students, together 
with .«cnrcs of outsiders, attended 
in a body to lend their support

Even in that so distant past the 
rr.gincer.s were not lack;ng in boy- 
i.'îh enthusiasm, for ihcy went so 
far as la erect a trolley from the 
gallery, where most of the students 
were wont to sit, to the main floor; 
by means of this trolley they would 
sent flowers and other tokens of 
appreciation to the performers. In 
fact, the admiration of the engineers 
was so overwhelming, their tokens 
of esteem including such items as 
flour and eggs, that the show had 
to be discontinued in 1901 and it 
did not appear again until March 
of 1924.

Prom that }"ear on, until 1930 
V hc:n the Revue was first presented 
in Moyse Hall, the show alternated 
between His Majesty's and the St. 
Denis Theatre, where it was held 
on the year of its resurrection. Up 
l3 the year 1924 each faculty used 
to put on one act of the Revue, but 
thenceforth the actors participated 
as individuals, and not 'as members 
of their faculty. This resulted in a 
definite improvement.

"Off 
Kry I S.rifc' written, produced, arjd 
performed by the students them- 
selves appeared in the 'year 1933, 
and it was a great success. In that 
production Mr. John Pratt gave an 
out^ta.'iding performar.ce.

French Pacifist Tendencies 
Explained as Reasons for 
Military, Economic Collapse 



In un informal talk Ittsl night 
in R.V.C. Professor Bonn, .nii 
fltithority on intcrnation.n! .nf- 
fairs and economy, addressed a 
joint mectinp; of (he Historical 
Chihs of McGill on the topic 
"the Problems of France." He 
stated that (he majority of (he 
people in France wanted very 
earnestly to have peace and not 
war. 

When a conference was held in 
1935 to decide what was to be done 
about the Ethiopian War that Italy 
was carriing on. Great Britain and 
France decided that the fall of that 
country would not bo so disastcr- 
ous as that of Austria; France at 
that time was following a policy of 
encirclement with regard to Ger- 
many, and if Aiutria were to go to 
Germany then the "Little Entente" 
that France was cherishing would 
collapse, ho said. 
Ethiopia Sacrificed. 

Austria was geographically a key 
position; therefore, Ethiopia was 
sacrificed, he continued. Mussolini 
was played against Hitler and the 
situation saved for the moment, he 
stated. In the opinion of the speak- 
er, however, Mussolini should have 
been smashed leaving Hitler over- 
whelmed. Instead, the two dicta- 
tors were thrown together and 
msde our common enemy. 

In France, the great majority 
were desirous of pea:e. the spsaker 
said. They felt that histor>- had 
shown that Germany would always 
be her neighbor and there could 
be no guarantee that the same 
thing might not happen again, he 
pointed out. To become the jitn- 
ior partner of an alliance and ad- 
mit that Germany was better and 
no longer to be a leader was a 
lesser evil than facing the inevit-

ANALYZES GERMANS 



Predicts Victory of Democra- 
cies Over Totalitarian 
Combine of Forces 



"Tlie Xiizi flflv.nnrp is like nn 
ivfil.inclic of .enow; nnd like an 
iviiliinclic it will melt awny in 
lie ri.'-ing .«iin of n ficmorrnfic 
•ictory over the forces of niliil- 
i.siii," snid Walter O'Hearn last 
night iit .spenkiiiR before mem- 
bers of the Dental Undergrad- 
uates' Society at their annual 
banfiiict at the Cercle Uni\-cr- 
sitaire. Mr. O'Hearn, one of 
Canada's best-known radio com- 
ment ntors and journalists, elect- 
ed to deliver a talk on the 
causes and effects of the present 
international conflict. 
Rcealli Last War. 

Going back to the events and 
causes of the last world war, the 
.spc.ikcr drew a picture of Germany 
as It had been in the years prior 
to the federation of all the city- 
states Into a united nation. He then 
analyzed the psychological phen- 
omena which went to make up the 
reawakened German national con- 
sciousness and its driving motives. 
He outlined the political, economic 
and personal factors which, when 
correlated, created the wave of na- 
tionul resentment and ambition on 
whose crest Adolf Hitler and his 
Hides rode into power. He analyzed 
the psychological processes of the 
■ jnodcrn German youth, whose edu- 
cation and upbringing were design- 
ed to make him into one of the 
most obedient and efficient fight- 
ing units in an army of semi-auto- 
miilons, whose faith in his "fueh- 
rer" is such that it precludes the 
idea of a deity other than Adolf 
Hitter and whose sole object nnd 
ambition is the carrying out of 
orders and the performance of 
duty. In such a society, said the 
speaker, it is inevitable that a de- 
magogue arise; and i( such a dema- 
gogue be imbued with perverted 
ideas of social and political dogma 
then !> state of affairs similar to 
that existing at the present is al- 
most inevitable. It Hitler had not 
risen to power then there would 
have been soma other similarly- 
misguided person at the helm of 
Germany today.

—Toronto health officials have 
placed 35 university college co-eds 
under strict quarantine and all 
others arc under a "moral quaran- 
tine" following the outbreak of 
.'pinal mcnenRitIs which resulted in 
the death yesterday morning of 
Betty Boyd first year household 
economics students. 

Betty became ill last Tuesday and 
Wednesday hrr doctors diagnosed 
her case as spinal menengitis. 
Although not living in rt-sidcnce 
she had had dinner in Whitney 
Hall, women's residence on Tues- 
day night and as a consequence 26 
hall residents who were in direct 
contact have been quarantined on 
one floor. Kight city co-eds have 



been quarantined in their hornet. 
Still other co-eds have been for- 
bidden to attend movies, dances or 
"any large gatherings' aithough 
th'y arp pprmittrd to attend lec- 
ture,";. The quarantine will be raised 
the last day of the term on Friday 
which is ten days after the date of 
contact, city officials explained. 

Betty Boyd is the daughter of 
Doctor and Mrs. John R. Boyd of 
Wclland, Ontario, and matriculated 
last .«ipring from Wetland High 
.Srhool where she had been editor 
of the high school magazine. She 
was a popular student here and 
participated in many extra-curri- 
cular ■etlvltles. She was also a re- 
porter on the Varsity, student news- 
paper of the University of Toronto.

A special committee has bee« 
formed by the Students' Council 
in conjunction with the Dominion 
Government, with George McDon- 
ald as chairman. The other mem- 
bers of the committee are: vice- 
chairman. Glen Cowan: secretary, 
Margery Gaunt: director of public- 
ity. Donald Diplock. 

An application form is attached 
to each war savings folder. To buy 
the certificate for eajh the form 
must be filled out, indicating the 
number and maturity value of the 
çertificate to be purehased. The 
signed application form should be 
handed in at a post office or bank, 
or to the McGill Committee, togeth- 
er with the full amount of the pur* 
chase price. The application can 
j also be mailed directly to the Na- 
tional Chairman, War Savings Com- 
mittee. Ottawa. Certificates will be 
sent by return mail. 

Each stamp purchased should be 
stuck on the reverse side of the 
folder. When the sheet is fiUed 
with 16 stamps, having a total value 
of four dollars, it is to be signed, 
thus completing the application 
form (or a five dollar c»rtiflcate.

AP: THE STORY OF NEWS, by Oliver Gram- 
ling: Farrar and Rinehart, 1940; pp. 506; 
$.■' ."in. 

"Evening paiicr— all the latest!" cries the 
news vendor on the corner, but it is probable 
that (pw of the p»s!wrs-by, who li-ulily thni»t 
a coin into his hand in exchange for the "final 
edition," have any dear idea about the inner 
working.* of the organization that collects and 
distributes the up>to<>thc-minute nc\vs, which 
has become such an important part of modern 
life. ",\r. llie story of New.-:." is the history of 
the Associated Press in the United States from 
its earliest beginnings to the present time. Mr. 
Gramling has produced a careful and rntrr- 
tsining study of the orK.miznlion. while at the 
same time he hn.« prefcnlrd wlint may fairly 
be called a history of modern times as seen 
through the annals of the press. The author is 
himself a veteran reporter and an executive of 
the Associated Press and in these capacities has 
had access to AP records and to newspapers 
going as far back as 1800. 

The story begins in the early years of the 
Nineteenth centurj', when news-gathering was 
haphazard and entirely unorganized. In those 
days, energetic reporters went out with row- 
boats in a race to obtain the mrngre Items of 
news brought to America by the Eiiroppan 
sailing vessels. Later the rowbonts were re- 
placed by sloops fitted out as ncwsboats, sup- 
plemented by the pony express and carrier 
pigeons, the latter agencies being used to dis- 
tribute the news to distant points. Those were 
lawless days, and so far as the newspaper 
world is concerned the story is one of bitter 
strife and competition. David Hale, manager of 
the New York ".Tournai of Commerce," was the 
first to realize that newspapers would gain 
nothing by this constant warfare and it was 
largely due to his efforts that the first co-op- 
erative news-gathering organization w.is form- 
ed. This historic meeting took place in the of- 
fices of the New York "Sun" in May, 1848, and 
of it Mr. Oramling remarks. "Its concept was 
limited and largely selfish . . . there was no 
disposition to look upon the collection of news 
as a great public service. The organization was 
by no means all that it might have been, but 
it was a beginning. They called it The Asso- 
ciated Press." 

The hLslorj' of the AP In the years which 
follow is dramatic and full of interest, although 
its path was often a stormy and tempestuous 
one. The pages of Mr. Gramling's book teem 
with colourful personalities, with exciting 
episodes, with tales of almost unbelievable 
obstacles met and overcome by those whose 
business it was to gather news and convey it 
to the public as rapidly as possible. In addition, 
the story of news is bound up with the storj- 
of transport, with the growing use of mechani- 
cal devices— the laying of the first cable, the 
invention- of the typewriter, of the rotary press 
and of wireless telegraphy. All these play their 
individual parts in the growth and develop- 
ment of the AP, and at the same time are 
linked together by a chronicle of outstanding 
events in American history. We are reminded 
of the early presidential election."!, the assassin- 
ation of Abraham Lincoln, the San Francisco 
earthquake, the first attempts at aeroplane con- 
struction, Lindbergh's famous trans-Atlantic 
flight and the frantic scenes in the Wall .street 
stock market crash— these events pass before 
our eyes in a kaleidoscope of changing Kenes 
which re-create the past for us. 

Mr. Gramling's vivid and entertaining style, 
his quick, staccato phrasing and his pov.-er of 
imparting life, colour and movement to situa- 
tions and persons, have combined to make this 
an eminently readable book which is eei^^in to 
provide Interest and enterUinment, — K.F.

New York; pp. SUS, 
Subjectivity is the Integral quality of any 
autobiography; one expects a writing complete- 
ly personal, actuall} a slice of the lite of the 
author. Generally, however, a person's life Is 
influenced largely by Impersonal externals 
which, by virtue of their contact with his life, 
become extremely personal. One In able to 
know the life of the subject of the aulobln- 
graiihy through the Inter-rclaled histories of 
people he has know'n, places he has visited, 
material things which have given rise to spirit- 
ual, or, if one prcleri, intellectual development. 
Thc^c generalizations seem not to apply In the 
case of Pockwell Kent, and more particularly, 
in the case of his atitoblography. "ThIa I« My 
Own." 

"This Is My Own" dealt with the last thir- 
teen years of the author's life: His return to 
America and his settling down in " . . . thl.-; , . 
his own, his native land." This in Itself tiike."! 
on epic proportions simply through Kent's 
deeply moving and profoundly aincerc love of 
his countr>'. It goes beyond the ephemeral 
patriotism that goes with local elections and 
the lyrics of "I am an American." It reaches 
to the very depths of trustworthy emotion 
Every page of his book is wholly, exclusively 
subjective. It allows for nn influence from any 
force beyond his own mind and his own emin- 
ently personal experiences. This Is no "Days 
of Our Yean," no contemporary chronicle that 
reflects life during the last decade. ThIa is the 
story of a man, an artist, an individual who 
has retained his Ivory Tower dwelling while 
the rest of humanity exchanged its for mili- 
tary barracks. 

Rockwell Kent has llliislrnted the book 
with his own drawings which reflect the vigour 
which is characteristic of his writing. "This Is 
My Own" is a book of boimdless vitality, dis- 
playing inspiring enthusiasm in ideals which 
popular cynicism has failed to cheapen.

Anthropoloffiats have ranged far 
and wide over the American land- 
scape in recent years seeking evi- 
dence to disprove a commonly ac- 
cepted fallacy— the "melting pot" 
idea. Well they've convinced \a 
Binnng others, that the theory as 
commonly accepted today, is so 
much hot air. But then again, we've 
had it drummed into us ever since 
Hitler, that (here is no sucli a (Itino 
OS a pure race. So we're in a 
quandary. Well, a while back we 
happened to hear some Gershwin 
and then something clicked \f\ the 
back of our mind. The fly in the 
theoretical ointment, it strikes us, Is 
that they haven't given the melting 
pot a chance, to heat up. This con- 
tinent is so very young, it waddles. 
How can wc expect a long range 
theory of this type to prove itself 
in one-hundred and fifty years? Of 
course, there are extremes in the 
mass of polyglot humanity pro- 
creating on this side of the pond 
that never will meet, in connubial 
bliss to produce the new American, 
though theoretically he would be 
a superior sort of guy. There has 
been too little Intermarriage except 
among closely related types. Bu4 
perhaps theoreticians have over- 
looked a potent influence in 
American life; the tact that so 
many diverse types living and 
working together in great cities as 
in the closer communion of small 
towns must, whether they like it 
or not influence one another to a 
large extent.

The late George Gershwin recalls 
this j>et theory of our own. Of 
course, Gershwin comes from Rus 
sian-Jewish stock and is a second- 
generation American so that any 
mention of heredity is strictly out 
of order here. But Gershwin's 
music has been labelled "Ameri- 
can" to distinguish it from music 
written by composers who happen- 
ed, by an accident of birth, to be 
born in the United States, And 
Gershwin's music is a blend— not a 
smooth blend, but a guady, raucous 
combination of various American 
cultural influences. Roy Harris' 
music is perhaps a reflection of 
gaunt, silent, Anglo-Saxon,- prairie- 
dwelling America. Charles Martin 
Loeffler and Arthur Foote apnng 
from cultured and polite New En- 
gland. Composers such as Msc- 
Dowell, Hsnson, Taylor cannot be 
classified on a national basis. But 
Gershwin has captured in his music 
several influences: Negro, Hebrew, 
Slavic— and it is these influences 
which have left their mark on 
American Jazz. Gershwin is after 
all, strictly a jazz muaician despite 
the slick symphonic drees he has 
given tome of his more successful 
work. When Gershwin let his hair 
down lo write "Rhapsody In Blue" 
for a concert Paul Whiteman was 
giving in hoary old Aeolian Hail— 
it'a almost twenty years ago now— 
he brought to his desk a back- 
ground steeped In ragtime, Dixie- 
land, the folk music of Eastern 
Europe and the Influence nf He- 
brew religious melody. The result 
was uncouth, and Jarring lo the im- 
Irained ear, but few would deny 
lhat It had tremendous vigour. 
Later works smacked of an attempt 
to over-refine and respeclabilize the 
earlier idiom— "An American in 
Paris" offers the case in point. And 
Gershwin died before he could re- 
capture his stride. Here was a liv- 
ing example of the melling pot pro- 
duct, but the (lux was In this rase 
environment ralhsr than congeni 
till. 



which cannot be left to doctors to 
handle, Well over 1,000 persons die 
In Canada each year from these 
three causes. The reason why doc- 
tors can't help much Is that instant 
action Is required; every minute 
lost In calling a doctor may mean 
loss of life. That is why artiflcial 
respiration is perhaps the most im- 
portant item in first aid education. 

Artificial respiration Is required 
when persons who are not dead 
stop breathing. Breathing is a pro- 
cess by which the blood exchanges 
carbon dioxide produced by the 
tissues for oxygen. This function 
can bo arrested for a few minutes 
without death necessarily occur- 
rinp. ]f ccfsation of the function 
continues, however, the tissues 
gradually die. The more delicate 
tissues such as those In the brain, 
usually die first, and then other 
tissues. When the heart stops beat- 
ing death usually occurs. In cold 
blooded animals the heart may con- 
tinue to beat for an hour or more 
after respiration ceases. In man it 
is doubtful whether the heart can 
survive more than IS minutes with- 
out respiration, although instances 
are reported of individuals being 
revived after half an hour's im- 
mersion in water. 

The Schafer method of artificial 
respiration is recognized as the 
most practical and therefore the 
best. It is described as follows: 

1. Lay the patient face down- 
wards, one arm extended directly 
overhead the other arm bent at the 
elbow and with the face turned 
outward and resting on hand and 
forearm so that the nose and mouth 
are free for breathing. 

2. Kneel straddling the patient's 
thighs with your knees placed in 
a position just below the hip bones 
Place the palms of the hands on 
the small of the back with the 
Angers resting on the ribs,' the little 
finger just touching the lowest rib, 
with the thumb and fingers in a 
natural position, and the tips of the 
fingers just out of sight. 

3. With arms held straight, 
swing forward slowly so that the 



weight of your body i.? gradually 
brought to bear upon the patient. 
The shoulder should be directly 
over the heel of the hand at the 
end of the forward swing. Do not 
bend elbows. This operation should 
take about two second?. 

4. Now immediately swing back- 
ward so u completely to relieve 
the pressure. 

5. After two seconds swing for- 
ward again. Thus deliberately re- 
peat 12 to 15 limes a minute the 
double movement of compression 
and release, a complete respiration 
in 4 or S seconds. 

Artificial respiration should be 
continued for hour.? if necessary, 
until the patient jtsr'.i breathing 
spontaneously. It is often said that 
it should be continued until rigor 
mortis or death stiffening sets in. 

As soon as natural breathing ha; 
been established the patient must 
be treated for shook. Warmth in the 
form of blankets and hot water 
bottles or hot stones .should be ap- 
plied and the patient kept in bed 
until the doctor permits him to get 
up. When one is snatched from the 
Jaws of death in this way great care 
has to be taken to prevent heart 
failure and thi.« is done by insist- 
ing upon complete rest.

For in 1907, in the print shop 
where the constitution was being 
put into type, what had Intended to 
be the "Court of Criminal Appeals" 
became the "Criminal Court of Ap- 
peals." 

"It would take a constitutional 
amendment to get it straightened 
out," says Thomas Doyle, presiding 
judge, who has been on the appel- 
late bench almost continuously 
since statehood: 

"Whcllicr the error was made by 
accident or design is debatable." 
Was Printer's Error. 

There were puissant foes of a 
court of criminal appeals when the 
founding fathers drew up the con- 
stitution. Doyle believes the print- 
er's error might have been delib- 
erate. 

No longer docs he wince when at- 
torneys, other visitors, talk glibly 
of the "Criminal Court," but he 
wished tlie court had been created 
with the name the framcrs ot the 
constitution intended to give it. 

"I know it was written right in 
Ihe constitutional convention," 
Doyle said, "for I was there and 
saw the original draft." 

The error cropped up after the 
copy reached the printers, but those 
who read proof did not catch it. 

"Bill Murray caught it," Doyle 
said, "and I caught it in the printed 
copy, but then it was too late. It 
would require a constitutional 
amendment to change it," 

Court Was New I'lan 

William II. "Alfalfa Hill" .Murray 
was president of the constitutional 
convention. 

One reason for the opposition to 
the court of criminal appeals in 
the convention was that it was a 
virtually new departure in jurispru- 
dence. 

The plan for a separ.ite iipprllale 
coiu'l to hear criminal eaics origin- 
ated in Texas, which, to this day, i.s 
Ihe only stale besides Oklahoma to 
hnvo such a tribunal. Otlur .^i.ite, 
handle all apiieals in Iheir .Miininio 
ruiirl.i.

They thought Ihe idea would work 
here.

Editor Cousins taught journalism 
in New ColIoRo in the En.?! and 
thf-n held a position as education 
rdi!r>r for the New York Evening 
Po.M, where his contact with incom- 
ing cable news heightened his in- 
terest in world affairs. 

From the Post, where he also 
played .<;hort-stnp on its baseball 
team, he went to work for "Current 
Hi.story' for five years, and the 
early part of this year resigned to 
become executive editor of the Sat- 
urday Review of Literature. 

Discussing students who interest 
them.sclves in Socialist and Corn- 
must principles, Mr. Cousins de- 
scribed it as a "healthy Interest," 
considered only as an interest, but 
added that "they would be the first 
to turn from them if they undcr- 
£torj<l that they were turned to anti- 
humanilarian uses." 

Although an authority on non-fic- 
tion, Mr. Cousins "hopes" fiction is 
more important, more enduring 
than non-fiction, "because it is more 
palatable, and sometimes even has 
more truth in it than non-fiction." 

As for himself, he would like to 
read the "detective novel" brand 
of fiction but says that he is alwayj 
disappointed to find them all alike, 
even after an eight-year lapse be- 
tvveen readings.

Ottawa, December 17. (Special)— 

Dr. A. E Chatwin. M.C., of Sas- 
katoon, overseas Director of F,du- 
catlon for the Canadian Legion War 
.Services, has cablfd from England 
that more than 1,500 applications 
have been received from members 
of the I't and 2nd C^nad.an Di- 
visions for enrollment under the 
Legion's education plan for the 
fightinij forces. 

In a cable lo the Legion's Ottawa 
headquarters. Dr. Chatwin said that 
classes are now being held in Eng- 
lish, French, German, Spanish 
chemistry, commercial art. type- 
writing, die.sri engineering, labora- 
tory and terr.nir.il ••■/ork, and that 
practical studies in plumbing, weld- 
ing, carpentry, plastering, metal 
work and machinery have also been 
organized as a result of demands 
from the men. 

In line with a recent order is- 
sued by Lieut.-General A. G. L. 
McNaughton, Commander of the 
Canadian Corps in England, regi- 
mental education officers have been 
now appointed to each battalion or 
equivalent formation. These offi- 
cers are co-operating with the 
liCgion in arranging classes and 
promoting study among the men ot 
their units. Dr. Chatwin also re- 
ported that the Royal Canadian 
Air Fprce overseas is behind the 
education program and has ap- 
pointed educational officers. It is 
understood that the n,ival au'.nori- 
tics are similarly interested. 

The Legion's wartime education 
services, in operation in Canada as 
well as in England, are endorsed 
and actively supported by the 
navjl, land and air force authorities 
who recognize their value not only 
as a means of improving fighting- 
efficiency, but also as a barrier 
against boredom and monotony. The 
facilities offered also make it pos- 
sible for enlisted men to become 
proficient in trades and professions 
that will assist them in their civil 
re-establishment after the war is 
over.
